Quite a sensation was sprung in the 
little village of Fox Lake last week 
when by a round about way word reach- 
ed there of the death of one of its resi- 
dents, John Walsh, who was found 
dead in a rooming house in Chicago in 
company with a woman supposed to be 
Miss Hazel London. 

Walsh, had been on jury duty in 
Waukegun the fore part of the week 
and "it was there that his relatives sup- 
posed him to be, but later develop- 
ments showed that he had borrowed 
the money thus earned, in advance, 
from a friend and had evidently taken 
an afternoon train from Waukegan to 
Chicago. There he met the lady above 
mentioned and together they went to 
a rooming house on West Lake street. 

In the morning''the landlady detect- 
ing the order of escaping gas apparent- 
ly coming from the room let to Walsh 
the night before, caused the door to be 
broken open which resulted in the dis- 
covery of the.two lifeless bodies. The 
only means of identification was a 
hunters license which was issued to 
John Walsh, Fox Lake, ond dated Aug. 
27, 1914, and also a post card bearing 
th^^BOme jiame but addressed to Wau- 
kegan.. By tracing up these clues hia 
parents were located at Fox Lake and 
identification was established bej'ond a 
doubt. 

The father of Walsh immediately 
took the necessary steps to claim the 
body.

disease as was at one time declarod. 
As will be remembered thi- cattle werp 
not killed immediately upon discovery 
of tlieir symptoms but were closily 
watched for further developments. 

On Saturday last Dr. fiuttt-ifi.-ld, 
of Libertyville and Dr. McBride oi thl 
fedi ral department, went to Gage's 
Corners where thev inspected the 17 
cattle on the Hulhorne place. When 
they had finished, ihey declared with- 
out any qualifications that the cows did 
not have and had not liitd the disease 
which some w^eks ago it had beeh 
stated they were believ«;d Jo have. 

They found that the mouths of a" feu- 
were fiore but their hoofs were not af- 
fected in the least. They examined 
the cows closely and staled later that 
the sore mouths likely came from eat- 
ing corn stalks. Koii'y of the oned not 
affected with sore mouths on the first 
visit of the inspectors were later taken 
with it. showing that the mouth irouble 
these cows had was nothing serious or 
contagious. 

Accordingly, .the quarantine that was 
placed on the Hathorne place pending 
developments in the condition of the 
cows, was lifted Saturday and farmers 
in the vicinity are much relieved. 

"There isn't a case of the foot and 
mouth disease in Lake county at the 
present time. It has all cleared away 
and I believe the coming of the snow 
jwill prevent fcrther spreading of the 
disease," said Dr. Butterfield in refer- 
ence to the situation. Dr. Butterfield, 
as an assistant state veterinuay.^is the 
first m*an always called in on such 
cases in this countv.

MANY CASES OF SMALL 
POX IN VILLAGE 

OF BRISTOL 

It is reported that small pox has 
broken out in the village of Bristol. 
Probably a half dozen cases in a light 
form now e.xist and it is probable that 
a number of other people have been ex- 
posed. However physicians, declare 
that there is nothing alarming in the 
situation. The cases ere said to be all 
of the mildest type and in fact some of 
the patients are very near recovery. 

Prompt measures have been taken to 
prevent a further spread and all homes 
afflicted with the disease have been 
quarantined. The school has been clos- 
ed but it is not expected that these 
conditions will exist for any length of 
time 

For some time Bristol children have 
been suffering from chicken-pox and 
for this reason the physicians in the 
neighborhood were in doubt when the 
disease was found among several of 
the adults of the village. 

Dr. Stevens, health" officer of Bristol 
called Dr. McShane bv telephone on 
Thursday afternoon and notified bim 
that he had a number of suspicious 
cases in the village. Dr. McShane 
hurried to Bristol and the two physi- 
cians made an examination which con- 
vinced them that the patients were 
suffering from a light form of small 
pox. 

Christmas entertianment and social 
doings have been canceled and it is hop- 
ed that the cases may be confined to the 
homes where they now are.

State's Attorney Joslyn. who pro.i- . 
ecuted the case against Cowlin, haa^, 
threatened to go before the grand j,t»'fy 
to find out wliat means were used to get 
what he terms an illegal pardon.j* 

Friends of Cowlin declare that' action 
may be tnken against the county official 
for failure to honor the order of Cover-, 
nor Dunne in refusing freedom to Cow- 
lin. 

The full text of the statement issued 
by Governor in connection with the par- 
ofCbwIin, which has preciptiated a new 
fight in the McHenry county cleanup 
campaign, follows: 

"In connection with the pardon of 
Adriel E. Cnwiin, this day granted, 
would state that when application waa 
first made to me I referred the matter 
to give both aids a full hearing, which 
hering was had at Jollet. 

"The first recommendation, which 
is now on file, was that no ipardon be 
granted, and no pardon was granted. 
Since the first recommendation a stat- 
ment was signed by the defendent, 
under oath, in which he solemnly 
promises not to sell the malt known as 
•Tonica' again. Cowlin stated that he 
had had some of the malt analyzed by 
a chemest before his conviction and it 
was pronounced non intoxicating by the 
chemist and bv the mayor of Wood, 
stock who had a test made of -the malt. 

**In view of the statement made by 
the state's attorney at the Joliet tiear- 
ing before the board of pardons that 
Cowlin can secure his release from 
imprisonment whenever he will satisfy

Germana Without Humor. 
Describing tho conditions surround- 
Ing the British army, a lleutcuant in 
tho Royal Army Medical corpa, writ- 
ing homo, says:

There is no leisure, for barbed 
wlro, artfully" contrived hoopa and 
loopholes forever claim tlio ultontlon 
of our bravo men. 

"There nro timea, though, oven un- 
der fire, when tho iiuraor of our sol- 
diora bursts forth. On one occasion, 
after a Gorman shell had fired some 
wood, our men, seolng tho flro. seized 
tho opportunity to cook their food. 
Yesterday l heard an amusing story 
under trying clrcumatances told con- 
cerning a man In tho regiment lying 
In tho thin red line next to us. Shrap- 
nel bad-burst, killing two men on his 
loft and badly shattering another. He 
waa trying to light a pipe, and, having 
somo dlftlculty he said to his mate, 
'Suro 'tla Belgian tobacco, and those 
French matches wUl bo tho death of 

me.' 

German Shot .SpollB Milking. 
"I sometimes help, tho ofilcora to 
censor tho men's letters homo. Ono 
man says, 'Wo shall have shells for 
breakfast— not egg-shells. I shall bo in 
Boriln In a fortnight, and I'M send you 
somo aausages.' I overboard on the 
march o-Vo 'Pat' say to another, 'I 
nover believe anything I hoar, and 
only half of what l sajV " ..

London, Dec. 22.— A Central Newa 
dispatch from Uouio on Sunday slates 
thftt, according to a report from War* 
Baw» that city was bombarded by a 
Zeppolln. Eighteen bombs wero 
dropped, domoUahlng two houses and 
killing 90 portions, Including a number 
of women iind children. Later six 
bombs nlao wore dropped from a Ger- 
man aerophmo, but smnll damage was 
done lu thiH aupplementar)' bombard- 
ment. 

A heavy mint was hanging over the 
city when the Zeppelin approached. 
Owing to the hazy atmosphere the 
presence of the giant alrahip was not 
detected until It waa about a mllo 
from the city. 
ot the railway station. 

A minute after the Zeppelin was 
sighted no less than forty hlgh-anglo 
guns mounted on houaetops and at 
street cornera wero raining a fusil- 
lade of shoUa about the flyer, but the 
raider Heemed to bear a charmed life. 
It swooped across the city, lotting go 
highly explosive projectiles aa It 
passed on an unswerving course. 

After completing a circuit above the 
city the airship turned leisurely In the 
direction of the German lines and, ap- 
parently unhindered by the terrlllc Are 
of the Russian guns, disappeared In 
the mist. 

Field Marshal von Hlndenburg'a 
army, which Is advancing on Warsaw 
over a wide front between the Vistula 
and the Plllca rivers and which on 
Friday occupied Lowlcz. reached the 
new Russian positions along the Rzura 
river and southward to Rawa and an- 
. other big battle Is In progress. 

The Russians retreated across the 
Bzura river, destroying the bridges be- 
hind them. Two German detachments, 
which followed over a partly burned 
bridge, were attacked and are snid to 
havo been annihilated, fifty survivors 
being taken prisoners. This Is only 
the beginning of the great battle for 
Warsaw, from which the Germans are 
now only 30 miles or less. Stern re-

Eugene Zimmerman, Former Head of 

C, IH. & D. Ry., Expires Suddenly 

at Club In Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 22.— Eugene Zim- 
merman, fnrnier president of the Cin- 
cinnati, HamlUon Sz Dayton railroad 
and millionaire of this city, died sud- 
denly at his club hero on Sunday from 
homorrhago of tho lunga. 

Tho death of Mr. Zimmerman was 
unexpected, although his health had 
not been of tho best for tho last few- 
weeks. When he was seized by the 
fatal attack ho was engaged In study- 
ing records of tho Cincinnati, Hamil- 
ton & Dayton railroad, preparatory, It 
is believed, to testifying before Com- 
missioner Hall of the Interstate com- 
merce commission, who Is conducting 
an Investigation of the sale of that 
road and the Pero Marquette to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 

His only child, Helena, married the 
duke of Manchester In 1000, after 
which Mr. Zimmerman spent much of 
his timo In Europe and New York. 

Eugene Zimmerman was born In 
Vlcksburg. Miss., December 17, 1845. 
He waa educated at Farmers' college, 
Collogo Hill, 0., and at Gambrler. O.. 
but left school at ^the outbreak of tho 
Civil war and entered tho United 
States navy. Hie record waa a notable 
one. The most memorable episode In 
his career, however, waa hla connec- 
tion with the Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton. As a director he waa active 
In the reorganization of the ayatem, 
was elected vice-president In 1892 and 
became president In 1904. 



Paris, Dec. 21. — Lieutenant Grugero 
and Major Destouche, military avia- 
tors, met death during a flight from 
Issy, a suburb of Paris. As they wero 
fl>ing over the neighboring town of 
Vauglmrd, their biplane waa caught by 
a gust of wind.

The trip waa mado at night ad'aa to 
minimize the rlak of attacka from Ger- 
man submarines, but In spite of all 
precautions an attack waa made. 

Two torpedoea wero fired by the 
German craft, believed hero to have 
been the famoua U-9, which sunk the 
British crulaors Abouklr, Creaay and 
Hogue. 

Owing to the heavy seaa, however, 
and the harassing tactlca of the de- 
stroyers, the aim of tho Germans waa 
bad, and tho aubmarlne dlauppearerl 
without accompllahlng ita mission. 



Washington. Dec. 21.— Increaaea In 
freight ratea approximating fivo per 
cent on 123 railroads, comprising all 
tho lines between the Atlantic aea- 
board and tho Mlsalsslppi, north of tho 
Potomac and Ohio rivers, wero grant- 
ed by the Interstate commerce commla* 
slon In a divided opinion, excepting on 
certain heavy commodities, which 
comprise a largo bulk of the trafilc. 

The Incrensea will further apply to 
tho railroads west of Buffalo and Pltta- 
burgh, which wero granted partial ad- 
vnncea In the decision of last August, 
which denied them altogether to the 
roads east of those pointa. 

It la estimated the advanced rates 
will Increase tho annual Income of the 
roads about $30,000,000. 

The commission nmdo Ita dcclalon 
upon the showing of the rallroada that 
In addition to conditlona from which 
they previously asked relief thoy now 
are confronted with an emergency be- 
cause of the war In Europe. 

After further consideration the com- 
mission permits advances to bo mado 
also on cement, starv'h. brick, tile, 
clay and plnatcr. On these commodl- 
tlea no advancea were permitted by 
the decision of August 1. 

Tho commission waa divided on tho 
question of granting tho railroads' ap- 
peal. Commissioners Clements and 
Harlan dissented from the opinion of 
tho majority. The decision. In part, 
was as- follows: 

"In view of the tendency toward a 
diminishing net operating Income, as 
shown by the facta described, we are 
of the opinion that the net operating 
Income of tho railroads In official 
classification territory, taken as a 
whole, la smaller than Is demanded In 
the interests of the general public and 
the railroads, and It la our duty and 
our purpose to aid ao far as we legally 
may. In tho aolutlon of tho problem aa 
to the course that the carrlora may 
pursue to meet the situation." 

The commission did not acquiesce 
in the carrlera' proposal of a general 
Increase, na indicated In tho tariff 
filed by them, but suggested varloua 
methods by which they might properly 
conserve their revenues. 

"Foe various reasons wo shall except 
from the proposed Increase tho fol- 
lowing rates: 

"1. Uatl-lake-and-rall, lakcand-rall and 
rail-and-lake rates. It Is shown on tho 
record that since the rail carrlera ac- 
quired ownership and oontrol of tho 
lake lines successive Increases have 
been made In the rates via lake tend- 
ing to 'eaaen the differences between 
them and tho all-rail rates. 

"2. Rates on bituminous coal and 
coke. Not long since these rates were 
investigated and maximum rates wero 
prescribed by the commission. The 
key rates upon bituminous coal — the 
rate from the Pittsburgh district to 
Youngstown. and the rate on lake car- 
go coal to Ashtabula, have been fixed 
In the light of tho varloua factora 
which entered Into the transportation 
ot Buch coal. Tho prevailing ratea 
are remunerative, and the financial 
condition of tho principal bttumlnoua 
coal carriers Is In marked contrast 
■with that of many other carrlera In 
olficial classification territory. 

"3. Ratea on anthracite coal and 
Iron ore, largely because they are be- 
fore us In review In other procecdlnga. 
4. Rates held by unexpired ordera 
of the commission."

tutcd a triad named Ku-Kaua-Kahl, rec- 
ognized aa tho Supremo Unity. 

These goda oxlstcd, as oxpresaod by 
tho Hawailans, from tho time of night, 
darkness and chaos, which latter they 
dissipated by an act of their will. Tho 
heavens, numbering three In all, woro 
next created, and after them tho earth, 
which was used by them as a footstool. 
Next In tho order of events they cre- 
ated tlio sun and, follpwlng this, tho 
moon and stars and a number of spir- 
its and angels to act as their servants.

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Fish Doctor Wanted for Government Hatcheries 




WASHINGTON. — Congresa has been asked by tho bureau of flsheries of the 
department of commerce for an appropriation of $2,500 annually to cover 
tho Balary of a family physician for all the domesticated fishes of the United 

States, It has been estimated by fisU 
oxperta In the employ of the govern- 
ment that epidemics among Infant fish 
at government hatcheries coat more 
than $1,000,000 a year. These epidem- 
ics usually occur among fish less than 
six months of age, and tho damage 
worked by dlseaso Is greatly Increaaed 
when Uio adult value of the flah Is 
taken Into consideration. 

For $3,500 a year, ofllclals of tho 
bureau say they can obtain the aerv- 
Ices of a fish pathologist, whose train- 
ing hos made him on expert In diseases of the finny youngsters. 

Once the $2,500 la secured, it Is proposed to retain a male fish pathologlat 
who haa made a life work of ono of the strangest paths of scientific endeavor 
known. There are barely a score of recognized fish pathologists In tho United 
States at the present time, it Is said, and one of tho possible sources of difil- 
culty tho government may cxperlenco is tho employment of such an expert 
at a salary of only $2,500 a year. Ho will be required to make his headquar- 
ters at Washington and receive hero the reports of threatened outbreaks of 
epidemics at government hatcheries In any part of the country. 

It Is not particularly well Known to tho general public that trout and 
salmon are greatly troubled with a dlaeaae which In the human being would 
be considered Bomowhat close to a goitre. This Is a awelllng of tho thyroid 
gland In tho throat of a salmon or a trout, which soon becomes apparent by 
a swelling of the throat, and eventually results in the death of the afflicted 
fish. At the present there Is no known remedy for the disease, and It la to 
begin a study of this and similar ailments that the bureau of fisheries *s ask- 
ing for a fish doctor. 
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Bugs, Deprived of Food, Desert the Patent Office 

BUGS of varied shapes and hues no longer lap up milk with great gusto m 
tho patent offico as of yore. Xho good old days of Bugdom's free dairy 
lunch In that building have passed forever. If Judge James I. Parker, chief 
clerk of the Interior department, has 
anything to say In tho matter — and ho 
has everything to say, as a matter 
of fact. 

The Judge has Just Issued an edict 
that milk bottles— eltbor full, half full 
or empty — are to disappear nt once 
from the pro.'.lncta of the patent ofilce. 
It is not so lAUCh that tho bugs scram- 
ble In gangs and troops from all cor- 
ners and cr« ylces of the patent office 
and Invade the galleries where tho 
employees of the ofilce are wont to 

congregate nt lunch hours and regalo themselves with foods and milk. It la 
not so much that tlio bugs clamber down tho sides of empty milk bottles 
and eagerly lap up tho succulent drops of the white fluid. The Judge hasn't 
the slightest deslro to deprive poor hungrj' bugs of their suatcnance. 

But tho Judge haa a decided feeling against the bugs eating up the thou- 
sands of drawings and descriptions of patents stored in the galleries. It 
appears that the bugs, after feeding on milk left by kind-hearted employees of 
tho department, ore still hungry, and go foiyiglng around In the files for 
choice documents upon which to finish their repasts. Perhaps It la wrong to 
drink first and cat afterward, but these are bugs, remember, and there is no 
accounting for what bugs will do. 
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Finger-Print System Proves Useful to the Army

tion of tho finger-print system of Identification In tho detection of military 

offendjirs. At present, he says, the 
adjutant general's office has on file 
the finger-print records of 202,244 In- 
dividuals who are now or had been 
previously enlisted In the army. 

During the past fiscal year 4 67 
cases of fraudulent enlistment of for- 
mer deserters, general prisoners and 
others were discovered through thp 
finger-print system. During the pre- 
ceding year the number of cases of 
fraudulent enlistment discovered 
through that system was 256, and dur- 
ing tho fiscal year 1912 tho number was 337. 

"This office," says General Andrews, "has Identified by means of this sys- 
tem dead men who wero former aoldlers and whose Identity could not bo satis- 
factorily eatabltshbd In any other way, as well as civil offenders who sought 
to evade arrest for their crimes by enlisting in tho army under assumed 
names, and soldiers who left Impressions of their fingers whllo In the act of 
committing somo serious offense. 

"It la undoubtedly true that the use of finger-print records and photo- 
graphs has deterred criminals from attempting to enter tho army for *he 
purpose of escaping detection and arrest by the civil authorities."

They aro ever thinking 
one another's welfare, and If on*, 
come^i Into popsesslon of anything ol 
value, ho never thinks of keeping U 
for himself, but calls tho other meml 
bers of tho tribe to share with hlmJ 
If a whale Is taken, or n polar bear] 
caribou, or wnlru.s Is killed, tho montl 
la divided among all the Igloos. Even 
during tho hard winter, when there 
Is a ahortago of food, If n seal Is 
brought In by some fortunate luniter,' 
tho meat and blubber are equally dls'-' 
trihuted. 

Four men from East Cape, tho Sl-| 
berlan fldn nf Flehrlng strait, wcro 
taken aboard tho whale ship Narwhal 
to make up the boat crews for whal- 
ing In the Arctic. All through tho 
HUmnier season thoy remained aboard 
the ve.'isel. doing their share of the 
perilous nnd wearisome work. When 
the voHHoI returned to-East Cape, oii 
Its way south, the cnptnln made a 
pile of fiour, Hurar. hard bread, calico, 
tobacco, cartridges, needles * and 
thread, tea, mntchns— overythlngdenr 
to tho Eskimo b-'art. It was their 
wages, and the EsUlmo were proud of 
their wc.Tltli. 

Tlip walniH hide canoes came along- 
side and the four men were taken 
ashore with their riches. At tho va- 
lor's edgo every article wna delivered 
to waiting hands, nnd wheij the men 
who had worked all summer for theso 
necessities and luxuries started for 
their Igloos they carried nil they kept 
for themselves in their hands. They 
were aImo<4t a^ poor as "they were 
when they .started on the cruise, but 
tlie village wos temporarily happy—

WHY WASTE TIME FRETTING? 

Common Form of Foolishness Moit 

Noticeable Among Those of 

Weak Character.

"Tho Bdtiah scaplnnoa wore escort- 
ed by a Jlght cruiser and a torpedo 
boat destroyer force, with submarines. 
Aa soon as Uieso "hips were acen by 
tho Germans nt Helgoland two Zepne- 
llns and three or four- hostile aea- 
. planes, acUnff In conjunction with sev- 
eral hostile aubmarincs, attacked 
them. 

"A naval combat ensued between 
moat modern cruisers on the one hand 
and tho enemy's nlr craft and sub- 
marines on thy other. 

"Uy swift maneuvering the enemy's 
RUbmurlnea wore avoided, and the Zep- 
pelins wore easily put to Illght by tho 
guns of tho Undaunted and the Are- 
thusa. 

"Tho enemy's ZeppcUna dropped 
bombs near our ships without hitting 
any of them. 

"Tho lirltlsli ships remained for 
three hours off tho enemy's coaL Six 
air pilots wero picked up. 

"Three other air pilots were picked 
wp later, according to arrangement, by 
British submarines which were stand- 
Jug by, their machines being sunk. 

"One pilot. Flight Commander Hew- 
lltt, Is missing. His machine wna seen 
wrecked about eight miles from Hel- 
goland, and hl3 fate Is at present un- 
known.

ITALIANS LAND IN ALBANIA 

Troops Aid Inhabitants In . Revolt 

Against Turkish Rule— May 

Cause War. 

London, Dec. 28.— A violent revolu- 
tion has broken out in Albania against 
Essad Pasha, whom Turkey estab- 
lished as ruler there when tho Otto- 
man government broke Into tho Euro- 
pean war. 

Essad Pasha's palace at Tirana haa 
been pillaged and burned. Massacres 
are reported. 

The Italian government haa landed 
sailors from the warships at the prin- 
cipal Albanian port of Aviona to re- 
store order and protect Europeans and 
the peaceful Inhabitants. 

Italian Intervention may embroil 
Italy with her recent foe, Turkey, and 
holda poaslbilltlea of far-reaching re- 
sults. 

Recent dispatches from Athena by 
wayof Parla said that anarchy reigned 
at Aviona and that the region around 
the Albanian seaport was a prey to 
civil war.
